Nr.-Thompson said thatin one town he found ten of the 
wealthiest families living on bread made of straw, mud and 

_ grass, Thousands of others were living on soup made from grass.

Sir Cecil Hurst, the British 
expert, declared that 678 communes voted for’Poland and 841 for 


|Germany, the total! votes being 469,000 for Poland and 707, 000 for 


Gormany. 

Britain opined firstly, and this France agreed. that a settlement 
should to based on communes: secondly, enclaves must be 
avoided; thirdly, communes are economically inseparable and must 
not be divided. Consequently the industrial triangle should. be 
allotted to Germany. Britain complains that, whereas seven- 
elavenths of the population voted in favour of Germany, the line 
proposed by France gave savea-elevenths of the territory to Poland, 
including Koenigshutte, without ellocating a, single mine to 
Germany.

BAYONETS ABSENT. 

For the first time a ceremonious 
trip throngb the. atreets of the 
city was made without troops 
Uining the roadside. This morn- 
ing a few gendarmes and the 
ontinary police watched the route 
ofthe Imperial procession. The 
gleaming bayonets of the men of 
the Imperial Bodyguard. in long, 
stiff lines on each side of the 
streets. were absent. The flicker- 
ing pennants of the lancers, riding 
smartly in front of and behind 
the usual,.red and gilt coach of 
state, Were nut present. Instead, 
a handsome automobile, driven 
bs a chanffeor in the Imperial 
livery, rolled silently along, 
through rows of respectful people. 
between whom and their Emperor 
no guatdine soldiery stood - 


TRAFFIC NOT STOPPED. 

For the firs: time the coming 
of the Emperor was not made 
known to the people by a com- 
plete stoppage of all street traffic 
for the usual halfan hour before 
flis Majester came and for half 
ao hour after he had passed. The 
streets were cleared just before 
the Etaperial motor arrived, and 
trafic was resumed the moment 
the car sped past. The tram cars 
stopped for the passage of the 
Emperor, but were not held up 
blocks and blocks away as usual, 
but merely stopped where they 
happened to be. Passengers in 
the trams let down the windows 
and watched their Emperor, and 
no gemdarmes issued the usual 
stern orders that the windows 
tmust be closed. 


For the first time, the passing 
of His Majesty was no: preceded 
by police visits to all buildings 
along the route. with orders that 
all roust come to the ground floor 
while the Emperor passed, and 
with strict injunction peering: 
at him sgainst from upper storey 
windows. 

Any one of these various 
things. would be, noteworthy. 
Coming alltogether they can 
almost be said tobe epoch mark- 
ing in the matter of the relations 
that sre to exist henceforth be- 
tween the Ruler of Japan and 
his people. It is unnecessary. to 
state that the new departures are 
welcomed by the people of Tokyo. 

His Majesty left in the morn- 
ing for Shiobara, where he will 
stay for about two weeks return- 
ing to Tokyo then en route to his: 
villa at Nikko, where be will 
spend the reoinder of the 
summer.

COLLEGE. 


The Institution that Is to Open 
Next Month. 


In the reconstruction of China, 
atress must b3 placed upon one 
most important factor—ihe 
health of hor citizens aad freeing 
them from disease. . 

The opening on September 15 
of the Peking Medical College— 
a seat of medical learning which 
rivals in the quality of its trainiog, 
equipment and buildings many of. 
the biggest of such institotions 
in Westatn lands—will mark one 
of the biggest steps yet taken to- 
wards ‘the progress of this vital 
caltute in the Republic. 

_Physicians, who have visited 
the medical school group 
of buildings, where most of the 
instruction during the first two 
years of the medical course is 
given, have gone into rhapsadias 
over the institution. This 
section of the College, which 
was opened in 1919, is 
unique, the building itself on so 
palatial a scale asto rank with 
the nsw home of the Hongkong 
and Shaoghsi Bank. Tha formar 
is equipped with every feature 
and equipment necessary for 
elemantary and advanced teach- 
ingin tbhesurgical and clinical 
branches of thea profession. A 
small private pavilion adjoining 
the main bailding makes it 
possible for patients to secure 
professiogal services of tha staf 
without. entering tbe public 
wards. 

Those who are helping to spread 
this teaching ot the Peking Union 
Medical Colrega by no means con- 
fine theie attention to teaching 
alone. The college is also-a large 
hospital. where the treatment 
given to patients is a3 up-to-date 
in every respect as that given at 
hospitals in Western lands. 

A gathering of eminent physi- 
cians of all nations will take part 
in September in the ceremony of 
dedicating this temple of learning 
to Chins.

THE IRISH DIFFICULTY. 


Admittedly. this is the wrong time to begin discussing 
Ireland. A truce between the forces of the Crown and 
Sinn Fein is beng observed, for the purpose of yiving 
better chance of success to the negotiations in progress 
for efiecting a permanent settlement of this old, old 
problem. While that truce is operating and while those 
hegotiations are in progress the less said about Treland, 
from a cuntroversial point of view, the better. We do not 
propose to violate that arguraent, but the cable which came 
to hand yesterday speaking of a critical position having 
arisen owing to the Government’s decision not to release 
the Sinn Feiner. McKeown. leads one to express the hope 
that such will not be the end of the present negotiations. 
There has been far tov inuch done and hopes have been 
raised tvo high. . . 

In granting freedom to all the members of the Sinn 
Feiu Parliament the “Government Las undoubtedly acted 
wisely, because the majority of thet were incarcerated for 
offences purely political in character. Whether it should 
extend the pardon toa man who is Supposed to be guilty 
of murder is another matter. but inasmuch as the * murder 
must have beeu political also there is more than a little 
Justification for the demands of Dail Eireann. The 
possibility of Sinn Feiu terminating the truce should be 
sufficient to persuade the Home Government to reverse its 
decision, and it is more than a little’ unfortunate that 
Mr. Lloyd George is away at Paris at the moment 

‘attending to other’ important business. Lis Majesty 
the King, to whom credit has. already. been viven 
for the great part he has played in the matter of Lrish 
peace, will possibly exercise his prerogative to prevent the 

breaking off of relations that have so much yield. One 
could vot help feeling, when reading the ‘recent debate in 
the House of Lords, that the ‘last ditchers” will be 
hard to placate if Britain relinquishes too wide a measure 
of self-control to Ireland, though Lord Birkenhead was 
none too veiled in his reply to the debate.. He clearly 
indicated that if Parliament refused to accept the settle- 
ment that might be agreed. to by Sinn Fein, then the 
Government would possibly seek other powers. That is a

The Cession of Kowloon. | 

The Home journals contain re- 
ferances to the decease of Mr. 
H.R, Parkes, formerly of Shang- 
hai. ‘Mr. Parkes waa tha son of 
Sir Harry. Parkes, who negotiated 
the ceasion of Kowloon peninsula 
to the British Crown after .the 
war between Britain and France, 
on tha one side, and China, on the 
other, in 1860. In the early days 
of the outbreak SirtHarry (then 
Mr. Parkea) had an escape of 
the thrilling type. He was cap 
tured, with othor Britishers, in 
the streets of Peking and taken to 
Prince Kung, the Prime Minister, 
who had been left in charge of 
the capital, the Court having re 
treated tathe provinces. A few 
days later the prisoners were set 
at liberty. Their release was oaly 
just in time. No sooner had they 
been liberated than a courier 
arrived with an order for their 
immediate decapitation. This 
Was sent at the instigation of 
Tzu Hsi, afterwards celebra- 
ted a3 the Dowager Empress, who 
already exercised a dominant 
influence in the counsels of China.

Herr Harden's Candour. 


That trenchant Berlin publicist 
Maximilian Harden, who in pre- 
war days had more thanone tussle 
with the Ju kers, kas delivered 
himself in the following candid 
terms to a representative of the 
Paris journal, f£ucefwor: “Ger. 
many.is persuaded that she was 
not the author of the war: that 
she was not defeated, but stabbed 
in the back by a conspiracy of 
Bolsheviks, Socialists, and Jews; 
and that she was taken in by 
Wilson’s ‘Fourteen Points,” and 
disarmed after being made to sub- 
mit toterrible conditions. I have 
been alone or nearly alone in say- 
ing for two years past that we 
must look at things from quite a 
different point of view. and that 
what France asks for is not 
treasures she can gloat over, but 
only a part of what we have 
caused her'to lose. ‘The German 
Governments up to the present 
have ‘committed every possible 
mistake. Hitherto the German 
Governments | have not been 
straightforward, and if they have 
now accorded you something, you 
owe it only tothe fact that you 
have force behind you. The 
Reichstag and the Press ara res- 
ponsible for the frightful state of 
mind in which you see my 
country. Both have misguided 
this poor uation tosuch ao extent 
that they kave now not 
merely the impression, but the 
superstition that everything 
you demand is terribly un- 
just.” Germans, iof course, 
will deny that nerr Harden is 
entitléd to spdak for Germany. 
Allthe same bis remarks concern- 
ing the peace negotiations 
coincide pretty well with the 
views of many Allied observers 
of high standing. Happily. there 
are Signs thattoe new Chancellor 
realises thatthe Treaty of 
Versailles iy not to be trifled

A Strasburg message states 
that work will probably be begun 
shortly on the Rhine, sbove 
Strasburg, for the purpose of im- 
Proving the waterway between 
that city and Bale. The undar- 
taking of these improvements.was 
suggested in a request presented 
to the British Government by the 
Federation of British Industries, 
asking that-a Commission of 
Engineers should be appointed 


for the purpose of studying a 
scheme for the improvement of. 
the navigable channel: of tha 
Rhine above Strasburg. The-Fe- 
deration pointed out that the 
development of British commerce ° 
necessitated’ that the Rbine 
should be navigable as far as 
Bale. this being the cheapest 
route for the transport of goods to 
Central Europe. The conclusion 
arrived at by the Commission of 
Engineers will presnmably be 
submitted to the two- British 
representatives on the Rbine 
Central.
